W H E R E SOME SCHOOLS F A IL , 
A good deal has smeared of late in the 
public journals in relation to the schools 
of to-day. Many of the good points of 
these institutions have been brought out 
into bold relief, and so have many of the 
bad ones. 
Saoh a d;scu?8\ >n, ea\s tbe 
New York Tribune, if conducted in a 
candid spirit, must ba productive of ex­ 
cellent results. It cannot take too wide 
a range nor concern itself with too great 
a number of details. The progress of the 
raoe—not to speak of what is known as 
the manifest destiny of our country— of 
course is largely conditioned upon a 
school system which meets tbe beat ex­ 
pectations at all point;. 
While the subject was informally un­ 
der consideration tho other evening, a 
gentleman was asked why he had with 
drawn his son from a well kno wn school, 
a school which has a great reputation. “ I 
did so,” was the reply, “because I had 
come to the conclusion that my boy’B 
tuition was costing me 
considerably 
more than it was worth. 
If he was a 
bright, forward boy, probably T should 
not have had any reason to complain. 
But he is rather a dull boy—not stupid, 
you know, but dull. 
He does not learn 
easily; isn’t one of your Macaulay chaps. 
A great many things whioh some of big 
fellow-stndents understand at a glance 
were to him puzzles. 
But that circum­ 
stance did nor seem to be appreciated by 
his teachers, or, if it was appreciated, it 
wasn’t aoted upon. 
He received no 
more attention at their hands than the 
most precocious member of bis class, lf 
he made a poor recitation he received a 
low mark, but he did not recede any 
extra assistance. 
The consequence was 
that bis mother or I was compelled to 
supplement the echool. 
We labored 
with him over his arithmetic or his L a­ 
tin, or whatever it might be, taking care 
to hod out just what the points were 
which he failed to grasp, and patiently 
explaining them to him. So it came to 
pass that I was paying out a large sum 
of money every quarter to a school which 
did little more than Lear lessons that had 
been prepared at home under cur own 
supervision. The brunt of tbe labor 
came upon as; tho teacher’s task was 
comparatively a light one. I objected 
to an arrangement which I regarded as 
unfair and withdrew my boy,” 
This is by no means an isolated case. 
The same criticism is continually being 
passed on Borne public and 
private 
sohools the country over. 
They are 
conducted on a principal which works 
well, so far es the ready pupils are con­ 
cerned, but which ignores the children 
whose mental processes are slow. They 
are not graded so as to afford an oppor­ 
tunity for the teacher to do bis best by 
those who baye most need of instruction. 
A distinguished Boston clergyman who 
has given much thought to the achoo* 
problem declared not long ago that his 
observation bad convinced him that a 
large number of institutions of learning 
might properly be defined as buildings 
in which children were made to reoite 
not what they had been taught in the 
buildings, but b ai been taught out of 
it. 
The gentlemen whom we have quoted 
was'asked if his boy had every been ask­ 
ed to remain after a recitation or after 
school boars in order that a lesson in 
whioh be had been marked z.-ro might 
be explained to bim. 
He replied that 
he bad asked his boy that questkn, and 
learned tnat no such an invitation had 
ever been extended. The duty cf a 
peacher is to teach, not merely to listen 
to a lesson,that bas been taught. The 
school which fails to teaoh is a failure.

W ashington, May 2.—The Presidential 
train arrived here at 10:45 Wednesday 
night, the journey from New York being 
a quick and pleasant one.

ber of gentlemen from the President’s

Secretary Proctor declined to 
speak, and his hasty exit was made amid a 
chorus of allusions to the “secretary of 
peace.” 
Postmaster General Wannamaker 
promised the company that the 2-cent 
postage stamp would be painted in vivid 
red if the newspaper men demanded it; 
Assistant Secretary Bustey established his 
popularity by saying he had no door­ 
keeper, and Private Secretary Halford 
said he had one doorkeeper and needed 
two. 
Then the entire company drank 
Secretary Blaine’s health, to which Walker 
Blaine responded.

H allway Com panies Fast G etting Pos­ 
session of F ertile N orthw est Soil. 
O tt a w a, Ont., May 2.—Mr. Dewdney, 
Minister of the Interior, said in the House 
to day that up to the present time the Gov­ 
ernment has given 35,000,000 acres to rail­ 
way companies, which together 
with 
the 5,000,000 now proposed to be voted 
makes a total of 40, OOO, OOO acres. 
The 
area of agricultural lands in the fertile 
belt of Manitoba and the Northwest was 
135,000,000. 
By deducting the lands in 
Manitoba and the reserve of 40,000,000 
acres for settlement corresponding with 
tho- area granted to railways, it can be 
seen that the Dominion has divested itself 
of all the good agricultural land in the 
Northwest. 


President H arrison Csnsured. 
F r e d e r i c k , Md., May 2.—Tho Maryland 
State league of Republican clubs began its 
convention to day and almost split up on a 
resolution offered by the delegation from 
Howard, Senator Gorman's county, con­ 
demning President Harrison for his ap­ 
pointment to an inspectorship of Calvin 
Gorman, the brother of the Senator.

prompt and efficient action in repressing 
frauds in attempting to acquire title to 
property and to prevent unjust use of 
official power by persons seeking to profit 
by it.

Tits Senatorial Canadian R elations Com­ 
m ittee Iii C hicago—Its Plans. 
C h ic a g o , May 2.—Senator Hoar of 
Massachusetts arrived at tho Grand Pacific 
yesterday morning. 
He is chairman of 
the Senate committee on relations with 
Canada, and was joined here by Senators 
Hale of Maine, Dolph of Oregon, and 
Allison of Iowa. 
Senators Pugh of Ala­ 
bama, Butler of North Carolina, and Gray 
of Delaware will arrive to-day. 
Then a 
meeting will be held to arrange tho details 
of the trip.. The committee was formed 
under a resolution of the Senate and di­ 
rected by that body ‘ to report upon the 
relations of the 
commerce 
and busi­ 
ness existing between the United States 
and the dependencies of Great Britain in 
North America, including the effect upon 
the commerce and the carrying trade of 
the United States of the Canadian system 
of railways and canals now existing and 
in contemplation, and the prospect of the 
displacement of any existing industries of 
the United States by industries established 
there; also whether the obligations of ex­ 
isting treaties and of international law are 
and have been observed by the people of 
the said dependencies toward the peoDle of 
the United States and the number, amount 
and character of existing claims against 
Great Britain by reason of the viol atom of 
such obligations toward the people of the 
United States in such dependencies. 
The party will leave here on Friday 
night in Manager Kimball’s private car 
for San Francisco. 
Here they will begin 
I their investigation, one feature of which 
! will be the fisheries matter. 
From Cali- 
| fornia they will go north in Senator Stan­ 
ford’s private car, stopping in Portland, 
, Oregon, Port Townsend, Victoria, in the 
j British possessions, and then return to 
1 Chicago.

I T H E CELEBRATION C O N T IN U E D 


R esolutions 
A dopted 
at 
Streator 
_ F ight tho Proposed R eduction. 
S t r e a t o r , 111., May 2.—The convention 
of the Twelfth or Northern district of Illi­ 
nois coal minors concluded its labors here 
Wednesday. 
President Robert M. Reed of 
Braidwood, presided, and thirty-eight del­ 
egates were present, representing about 
6,000 miners of northern Illinois. 
Every 
delegate was firm in the belief that last 
year’s prices should be maintained at all 
hazards. 
The operators still insist upon a 
reduction of IO cents per ton, Lasing their 
proposition largely upon the rej>orted ac­ 
ceptance of a large reduction by tho miners 
in the loft coal regions of Indiana, Ohio, 
and Pennsylvania. 
Letters and telegrams 
were read iu the convention from the head­ 
quarters of the Miners’ Progressive Union 
of these States denying that tho miners 
had accepted the reduction. 
The conven­ 
tion passed resolutions in substance as 
follows: 
“ We, in the face of our past oppressed 
and ill-paid condition, aro called upon to 
submit to another reduction of IO cents per 
ton for the incoming year, which we con­ 
sider unjust and uncalled for, therefore we 
propose to use all honorable moans to ward 
off all such reductions. 
Wo aro not in 
favor of moving as a State, district, or 
sub-district, but in favor of making a na­ 
tional movement to better the condition of 
our craft. 
Believing that ‘where there’s 
a will there’s a way, ’ we direct our dis­ 
trict officers to call a national convention 
of all the miners in bituminous coal fields, 
as far as the competition reaches, and that 
there be no work in the above com pet ive 
district until such convention is called.” 
A mass meeting of more than 1,000 
miners was held in tho public park in the 
afternoon, and was addressed by President 
Reed. 
Tao resolutions were indorsed with­ 
out a dissenting voice. 
This action will 
throw out of work at least 2,000 men in the 
Streator mines. 
None of them signod tbe 
annual contracts yesterday and all of them 
are out with tho exception of thirteen 
Hungarians, who are still at work in No. 
3 mine of the Chicago, Wilmington & 
Vermillion Coal company.

WILLIAM H. BARNUM. 
Mr. Barnum had been very feeble ever 
since his sickness during the campaign. 
He was then taken sick in New York, and 
for two weeks it was thought he could not 
recover. 
Ho had been able to ride out for 
several weeks up to last Friday, and al­ 
though he was very feeble he was thought 
to be on the road to recovery. 


William H. Barnum was born in Con­ 
necticut in 1818. 
His parents were not 
wealthy and young Barnum received only 
a common school education. 
It is doubt­ 
ful if he would have been much benefitted 
by a college career, for while at school he 
evinced no liking for books nor any apti­ 
tude for learning. 
Upon leaving school 
Mr. Barnum began life as an iron master. 
His sterling business qualities soon showed 
themselves, and from a small beginning he 
so added to his possessions that at tho time 
of his death ho was possessed of a very 
ample fortune. 
He continued in the iron 
business all his life and died owning all the 
principal blast furnaces and forges in the 
Housatonic Valley, besides large interests 
in the Lake Superior district. 
His very 
prominent business position finally led him 
into politics, and he soon became known as 
one of tho ablest of campaign managers. 
Ho servod throe years in tho House of Rep­ 
resentatives at Washington, and for a part 
of one term was a United States Senator. 
During the campaign of 187 Mr. Barnum 
rendered such efficient service to tho Demo- 
cratir cause that in 1880 ho was made 
chairman of the Democratic National com­ 
mittee. 
Ho held the same position in 1884, 
when his party was successful, and again 
in 1888. 
For the past few years Mr. Bar­ 
num has suffered frequently from ill health. 


A HIH and S,000.000 f l i t o f Lumbar 
B u road—Otho* V im . 
La Crosse, WU., May 2.—A Ara that 
assumed such proportions that tha entire 
city was threatened broke out here at 6:80 
o’clock Wednesday evening. 
At l l o’clock 
it wa3 under control. 
The fire broke out 
iu William Listman’s big flouring mill, and 
owing to a strong wind burned furiously. 
Close to the mill is located John Paul’s 
sawmill, C. L. Colman’a sawmill, and the 
fine elevator owned by Eastman. 
There 
are many lumber yards in proximity, and 
millions of feet of lumber. The flames spread 
from the mill to the elevator, and shortly 
after sparks ignited the lumber on the 
island. 
Sparta and Winona were appealed 
to for aid, and made preparations to come 
to the rescue. 
The local fire department 
kept the fire confined to LUtman’s building, 
and then directed their attention to the 
blaze on the island. 
This was soon placed 
under control. 
The loss on the mill and the 2,000,000 
feet of lumber burned is about $200,000.

The resignation

He had never said he believed 
that only force would redeem Ireland but, 
on the contrary, he had no doubt that by 
constitutional parliamentary action 
the 
Irish leaders would achieve success. 
He 
had never suggested revolution nor dis­ 
cussed means by which revolution could be 
effected. 
He bad never heard of proposals 
from any quarter for the removal—mean­ 
ing the murder—of Cowper, Forster or 
others and did not know of the existence 
of any Invinciblejconspiracy until after the 
arrest in 1883.

The release of “ Farm er'’ McClaughrey, 
one of the Chicago “ boodlers,” from the 
Joliet penitentiary, was made an occasion 
for rejoicing among the old man’s neigh­ 
bors rather out of the usual line of wel­ 
comes. 
Not often does a free I prisoner 
have bonfires built in his honor, and the 
people from miles around gather to cele­ 
brate his home-coming. But most of Caph 
McClaughrey’s neighbors, despite tho con­ 
victing evidence, bcdieved the old farm er 
innocent of any wrong intent and hence 
their joy over his release. 
Caph McClaughrey is out from confine­ 
ment several months before his compan­ 
ions in trial for the reason that a few days 
after his conviction in the 
celebrated 
“omnibus boodle” case Mr. McClaughrey 
as ked to bo taken to the penitentiary to 
servo his tim e—two years. 
He was 66 
years old and he wanted to get rid of 
trouble as soon as possible. 
Before tho 
customary 
motions 
for 
new 
trials 
were 
made 
or 
any steps 
had been 
taken for an appeal to the Supreme court 
Mr. 
McClaughrey entered on his term. 
Good conduct reduced it three months and 
Gov. Fifer the fourth month. 
When the 
doors of the penitentiary closed behind 
him it was thought he would never issue 
from them a live man. 
He had been ac­ 
customed to out door life and the confine­ 
ment, it was thought, would kill him. 
Luckily the warden was able to give him 
the work to which he had been accustomed. 
He was placed in charge of tho farm and 
no man has ever kept it in such excellent 
condition. 
On the prison stock farm his greatest 
pride was a drovo of big fat steers which he 
fed aud petted; tho largest one weighed 
nearly two thousand pounds, 
while tho 
smallest would weigh probably twelve 
hundred.

D ecrease in Earnings M ake a D irect 
Tax Necessary. 
M ilw aukee, Wis., May 2.—There has 
been no State tax levied in Wisconsin since 
1883, tho income derived from the tax on 
railroads, together with a few 
other 
sources of revenue, being enough to defray 
all expenses. 
This year it will be differ­ 
ent, and it is now thought that there is no 
way by which a direct tax on tho different 
counties can be avoided. 
The principal 
reason for this state affairs grows out of 
tho shrinkage in the earnings of the rail­ 
roads in this State. 
The State has been 
receiving 4 per cent of the gross earnings 
of the railroads, and it will continue to get 
it. 
But the gross earnings of the railroads 
are growing beaiftifully less a t a very rapid 
rate indeed, and as a result the “rake-off” 
taken by tho State will also be consider­ 
ably less than heretofore. 
In addition to 
this the Legislature, 
while spasmodically 
economical, drifted along in a blind sort 
of a way and appropriate*! a great deal 
more money than one-eighth of the mem­ 
bers had any idea was tho case. 
The de­ 
crease has been a marked one and the hon­ 
est grangers and political demagogues who 
have been howling about the tremendous 
profits made by these common carriers 
will now have an opportunity to study 
the railroad problem from another stand-

It is a1’ head 
work and is as difficult as playing a game 
of chefs in four different towns at the 
the seme time. The twenty-four hours 
are divided into three tricks of eight 
hours tach. 
This is all any one man 
can stand at a time. 
Anew dispatcher 
always starts in as “third trick” mao, 
serving from mid-night to 8 in the morn - 
iog. 
May be you have noticed that this 
is the time of day when most accidents 
occur, too, but it is not the dispatched3 
fault. He never sleeps. 
He is too busy 
to sleep* He is in look if he has time 
to get up aud walk around his ohair once 
or twice aurirg tho watch. 
But along 
toward morning is when trainmen sleep 
Their hours are so irregular that you 
can't blame them. 
I have known crews 
to be out twenty-four and thirty-six 
hours at a stretch, Bad it is no wonder 
that they get eleepy. 
“ The first thing a dispatcher does when 
he sits down to work is to get his train 
sheet ready. 
This is nothing more nor 
less than a huge blank time-table of all 
the trains mulling in his division. 
But 
in addition to keeping the time of each 
train at every station he must know her 
number, the number of cars, the names 
of engineer and conductor, the number 
of the engine, end possess good knowl­ 
edge of the capacity of that engine to do 
its work. 
These are essential. 
The 
names and numbers he puts on his sheet 
His knowledge of the engine comes into 
play when he is giving his orders 
that engine to run to a certain place.” 
“ How many trains dots he have under 
his control?” 
“All the way from five to forty. 
You 
oan see what a job it is when a dispatch 
cr has, say, twenty trains to manage— 
ten going eaoh way.
